There  is  no  subject  that  demands  so  candid 
and  impartial  an  investigation  and  attention,  as 
that  of  the  Gospel.  It  is  a  subject  from  which 
the  most  important  consequences  are  drawn, | 
for  and  to  mankind.  And  experience  must, 
have  taught  the  most  of  us,  that  it  is  only  from! 
just  and  righteous  reflections  on  this  all-im¬ 
portant  subject,  that  the  result  will  prove  bene-j 
ficial  to  our  minds.  j 

Every  observing  mind  has  already  discover-i 
ed,  at  least  some  of  the  benefits  resulting  fromj 
a  knowledge  of  the  Gospel,  as  he  has  surveyedj 
the  habitable  globe,  and  traced  the  progress  of] 
civilization ;  for  he  must  have  seen  that  its 
progress  was  very  tardy  and  slow,  when  unat-j 
tended  by  its  handmaid,  religion.  But  not-1 
withstanding  we  acknowledge  its  virtues  andi 
its  blessings — notwithstanding  we  believe  that[ 
the  Gospel  is  the  sum  and  foundation  of  all' 
our  happiness — that  it  is  that  bread  which' 
cometh  down  from  heaven,  and  giveth  life  to' 
the  world — that  it  is  that  spiritual  Rock,  from 
which  alone  flow  the  waters  of  life  and  salva¬ 
tion, — still  we  are  constrained  to  confess,  that 
no  subject  has  been  more  shamefully  pervert¬ 
ed  and  abused  by  man,  than  this  all-important 
blessing,  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  and  Master. 
Every  candid  and  discerning  mind  must  see 
that  this  is  the  case,  whenever  he  compares 
the  Bible  and  the  conduct  of  the  apostles,  with 
the  creeds  and  conduct  of  the  religious  teach¬ 
ers  of  the  present  age. 

No  subject  has  so  often  been  abused  as  the 
Gospel,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  man  to 
carry  on  his  schemes,  and  practice  all  manner 
of  wiles,  deceptions,  and  wickedness.  I  do| 
not  mean  to  be  understood  as  saying,  that  the! 
Gospel  that  St.  Paul  preached,  was  calculated] 
to  lead  to  iniquity,  or  produce  evil.  No;  its 
object  and  intentions  were  the  very  reverse  of 
thi.s.  But  I  do  say,  that  the  Gospel,  or  the 
religion  of  Jesus,  (which  is  the  same,)  has  been 
seized  by  the  ungodly  and  profane  to  carry  on 
their  hypocritic  and  unhallowed  designs.  How| 
often  has  religion  been  made  lo  appear  in  dif-l 
ferent  garbs,  and,  wearing  these  vain  decora-j 
tions  of  man,  turned  from  her  regular  pursuit, 
(the  happiness  of  man,)  to  please  the  fancy  orj 
whims  of  the  fanatic,  and  meet  the  prejudices 
of  the  bigot  1  And  what  is  also  true,  in  every 
attire  that  she  has  received  from  man,  she  has 
been  forced  to  wear  the  appearance  of  pride 
and  arrogance  ;  and  in  all  her  dealings,  that  of 
hypocrisy  and  partiality. 

Hence,  friendly  hearers,  I  think  you  cannot 
but  admit  that  it  is  a  subject  of  deep  interest, 
and  one  that  claims  our  highest  attention  and 
regard.

He  glides  tinough  the  air  like  a  tailing 
iistur,  and  like  a  fl.ish  of  liglilning  comes  upon  the  liinor- 
j  uus  quarry,  w  Inch  now  in  agony  and  despair,  seeks  bj 
!  various  inanceuvers  to  elude  the  grasp  of  his  cruel  talons.

||  SCIENTIFIC  AMUSEMENT. 

A  New-Hampshire  correspondent  of  the  Scientific 
liTracts  and  Lyceum,  cuminunicales  the  following  uiiec- 
,dute — amusing  certainly,  if  nut  perfectly  correct. 

Observing  a  notice  in  the  Tracts  and  Lyceum  for 
''January, 1834,  of  an  attack  of  a  spider  upon  u  young  rat, 

'  i  Would  notico  a  circumstance  which  occurred  a  tew 
iyears  since,  as  it  serves  to  show  the  sagacity, as  well  as  the 
,lmedical  sk  illof  the  reptile  tribe.  A  toad  was  observed 
'Ito  be  engaged  in  battle  with  a  large  spider,  which  re- 
niaiiied  stationary, while  the  toad  would  make  a  pass  at 
lliini  and  snap  with  its  jaws  in  the  same  manner  in  which 
they  are  observed  to  do  when  takingsmall  insects  for  food 
jand  when  making  those  passes, the  spider  would  ward  o(f| 
the  bio  w, and  occasionally  bite  the  toad,  'i'he  toad  on  re¬ 
ceiving  the  wound,  would  hop  off  a  little  distance,  where 
there  was  a  plant  growing  which  is  usually  known  by  the 
name  of  plantain,  and  would  nibble  the  leaves  apparently 
to  apply  an  antidote  for  the  poison  received  Irum  the  fangs 
of  the  spider,  and  then  return  to  the  battle  again.  This 
being  near  my  workshop,  several  persons  were  attract¬ 
ed  to  the  spot.  AAer  this  process  had  been  carried  on  fiir 
some  time  hy  the  toad,  that  is,  alternately  fighting  the 
spider  and  biting  the  pluiitiiin  leuf,une  uf  the  gentlemen, 
very  cautiously,  while  the  toad  was  disputingihe  field, 

II  pulled  up  the  plantain  leaf  and  took  it  away.  The  toad 
;j  was  again  Wounded,  and  straightway  proceeded  to  his 
Ijold  physician;  but  on  ariiving  at  the  sput.discovered  the| 
||lo8s  of  his  antidote; — and  if  ever  dismay  was  exhibited 
I'in  a  reptile,  it  was  now  to  be  seen.  The  toad,  fora 

few  moments,  hopped  one  way  and  another  with  all  his 
jlpowers  in  search  uf  another  plantain,  but  found  nnne; 
and  immediately  the  poison  from  the  spider  took  effect; 
Ijand  he  kept  in  search  of  a  reii.edy,  hut  his  hopes  were 
||  weaker  and  weaker,  and  in  a  very  few  minutes  he  ex¬ 
pired.
